Democrats have spent months 
boasting about a surge of anti- 
Trump activism that has driven 
thousands of progressives to run 
for public office.

Her racial profiling complaint 
was one of 592 made to Kansas 
law enforcement agencies and 
the Kansas attorney general’s 
office in the past five years.
